W HY raise the water rates? 

When the city water department is 
paying a profit of $7,000 yearly, what real 
justification is there for putting a heavier 
burden exclusively on water users? 

According to the city auditor’s figures the 
water department has earned a profit of 
$28,000 above expenses during the past four 
years. This has been reinvested in the 
water system. The accounting system re¬ 
quired by the state board of control does 
not provide for the accumulation of a 
depreciation fund. 

This surplus of $28,000 may be regarded 
as offsetting depreciation, or it may be 
called capital investment. That is merely 
a difference in terminology. The fact re¬ 
mains, the present water rates are produc¬ 
ing a surplus of $7,000 yearly. 

Why, then, raise the water rates? 

The only possible answer is that the city 
needs the money. 

Various extensions ought to lx* made to 
the system. The city faces the probability 
of having to meet a heavy paving expense

With an area of 125 square 
miles under his supervision, For-; 
est Ranger M. H. Davis has a 
good sized empire to look after 
during the period of greatest camp 
activity and of greatest fire dan¬ 
ger. From his headquarters in 
the Big Santa Anita he looks after 
one of the most important recrea¬ 
tion grounds in the whole of the 
Southern California mountains. It 
runs from Mt. Wilson toll road on 
the west to San Gabriel Canyon 
on the east, and clear across the 
range to the north. 

In addition to Ranger Davis the 
forest service has appointed a 
number of patrolmen for the dry 
season. Part of them are hired 
on a co-operative basis, municipal¬ 
ities and water companies sharing 
the expense. 

Summer Personnel 

E. C. Short has been designated 
for the Sierra Madre patrol, VV. D. 
Richards acting temporarily until 
Mr. Short could take up the work 
for the summer. I. L. Wolf is 
patrolling the Big Santa Anita 
and tributaries from the Little 
Gray Inn to the West Fork divide. 

In the West Fork, C. C. Wilson 
is stationed for the summer. Lock- 
wood Gail has the Pine Flats sta- 
: tion. Dan Tracy has the Mount 
Wilson patrol while Philip McCaf¬ 
frey is a special lookout observer 
at the peak. George L. Emery 
covers the Monrovia and Fish Can¬ 
yon patrol. 

Smoking Regulation 

Owing to the late rains and sub- 
! sequent warm weather, Ranger 
Davis reports an unusually dense 
growth of grass and weeds which 
are now drying out to form a 
fearful fire hazard. On this ac¬ 
count the enforcement of regula¬ 
tions against smoking along the 
trails will be enforced stringently. 
Smoking in the forest reserve is 
permitted only at public camping 


grounds and at places of habita¬ 
tion. 

Among the more prominent can¬ 
yons are the Big Tujunga, West 
Fork of the San Gabriel, Robert’s 
Canyon, Fish Canyon, Monrovia 
and Sawpit Canyons, Big Santa 
Anita and Little Santa Anita. The 
more prominent peaks are Mt. 
Wilson, Ml. Pacifico, Mt. Water¬ 
man, Twin Peaks, Mt. Harvard, 
Monrovia Peak, Pine Mountain and 
Silver Mountain. 

Dense Watershed Cover 

The cover, particularly along the 
southern boundary, is composed of 
chaparral, made up of greasewood, 

' buckthorn, mountain lilac, Manza- 
nita madrone, sumac, cenothis, etc., 
while on the north slopes, particu¬ 
larly in the hack country, and on 
the higher elevations, theie are 
varied species of timber, includ¬ 
ing big cone spruce, yellow pine, 
sugar pine, Jeffrey pine, Coulter 
pine, fir, cedar, etc. 

Within the district is a vast 
area of excellent recreational 
ground, greatly varied as to 
topography, cover and elevation. 
For instance, in the Big Santa 
Anita canpon, four miles from 
Sierra Madre, are more than two 
hundred and fifty cabins, five re¬ 
sorts and numerous public camping 
sites, all of which are located 
along the canyon and its tributa¬ 
ries. On Mt. Wilson and other 
higher regions are the tint be ret I 
areas situated above the canyons 
and from which views of the sur¬ 
rounding country can he had. 
Among the timbered recreational 
areas are Barley Flats, Pine Flats, 
Buckthorn, Mt. Pacifico, and other 
back country areas. 

Where Fish Flourish 

During the fishing season, hun¬ 
dreds of sportsmen visit this re¬ 
gion, casting their lines along the 
various streams.

Anita canyon and the west fork of 
the San Gabriel. No hunting is 
allowed, due to the fact that the 
entire district is within a State 
game and fish reserve, created for 
the protection of the game inclu¬ 
ded within its boundaries. 

Tl\£re are within the district 
about four hundred special use 
permits, covering hotels, resorts, 
stores and cabin sites. 

Trails and Firebreaks 

For the protection of this area 
from fire there have been con¬ 
structed approximately 145 miles 
of trail, twenty miles of road, 
twenty-five miles of firebreaks, 
thirty miles of firelines, forty 
miles of telephone lines, and sup¬ 
plies of fire-fighting tools have 
been distributed at strategical 
points for use in case of fire. In 
addition to this a large central 
warehouse is maintained, housing 
a large fire-fighting supply of sup¬ 
plies and equipment. 

During the present season sev- 
eral new trails have been com- j 
pleted, together with new fire- s 
breaks, tire lanes, etc. Among the = 
trails completed are the following: = 

Mt. Wilson: Monrovia Peak j| 
Trail; extending from Mt. Wilson = 

, to the head of the Big Santa 2 
Anita canyon, a distance of three 3 
and a half miles. 

East fork Santa Anita: Extend- || 
ing from the main Santa Anita 
; canyon via the East Fork to _ 
[ Spring Camp on Monrovia Peak, a 
distance of five and a half miles. 

New Shortcut 

Santa Anita Dam Trail, extend¬ 
ing from the dam in the Big San¬ 
ta Anita Canyon to the Santa 
Anita ranger station, a distance 
of one and seven-tenths miles. This 
trail reduces the time necessary 
to transport a fire-fighting crew 
into the canyon from one hour and 
forty-five minutes, to forty-five 
minutes. 

In addition to the above a large 
crew has been at work rebuilding 
the trails immediately to the north 
of Monrovia. These trails in Mon¬ 
rovia Canyon, Sawpit Canyon, Fish 
Canyon and in the vicinity of Men 
rovia Peak were severely damaged 
as a result of the Big San Gabriel 
fire of 1924. 

During the last year approxi¬ 
mately 125,000 people visited this 
district.

Gum Machine 
Seems To Be 
Big Winner 

One of the most novel gum 
| vending machines ever put on the 
market is displayed in the News 
office window this week along 
with specimens of printed matter 
produced by the News shop for 
j the Sierra Specialty Company, of 
I which Allen H. Smith of Sierra 
j Madre is manager. 

The Sierra Target Gum machine 
is the invention of Frank Moeschl 
of Glendale, who also manufac- 
I tures them. It consists of an 
' aluminum box with glass aides, 
containing a quantity of ball chew- 
1 ing gum. At one end of the box 
is a pistol somewhat like a large 
toy pistol. The muzzle of the 
pistol is pointed at a target in 
the other end of the box. A penny 
is inserted in a slot at the top of 
| the pistol. Pulling the trigger 
projects the penny at the target. 
If it hits the bullseye, the penny 
comes out, and there is, of course, 
a temptation to see if one can re- 
j peat the good shot. If the penny 
misses the bullseye it drops into 
a slot which releases a ball of 
gum. The machine is not a gam- 
, bling device. The customer gets 
! either his penny back or a ball 
. of gum. 

Experimental machines have 
i been in operation for a year or 
! two and have proven exceedingly 
popular with the public, according 
to Mr. Smith. He and W. C. 
Aldous of os Angeles constitute 
the Sierru Specialty Company, 
which has the selling contract for 
\ the entire United States. At pres¬ 
ent they are opening up the states 
of California, Oregon, Washing- 
ami Nevada. Sales are being made 
rapidly, and negotiations are al¬ 
ready under way for the selling 
rights for eastern states. 

The machines are sold outright 
by the Sierra Specialty Company, 
but only upon contract to lease 
them to the company for opera¬ 
tion on a profit sharing basis. The 
company agrees to place the ma¬ 
chines, pay for rentals, keep them 
supplied with gum, make collec¬ 
tions and share with machine own¬ 
ers a fixed percentage of • gross 
receipts. 

Tiie peculiar merit of the ma¬ 
chines as a merchandising device 
is the challenge to skill of the 
customer. It might be thought, 
says Mr. Smith, that it would ap¬ 
peal chiefly to children. This lias 
been the subject of careful obser¬ 
vation with the machines in ex¬ 
perimental use. It has been found 
that the machines bringing in the 
largest returns were not those 
which were accessible to children 
with a penny or two to spend. The 
biggest returns came from ma- 
| chines which were played frequent¬ 
ly by adults. The policeman on 
! the beat, or some other grownup 
I with a liking for play, buys a 
dime’s worth or a quarter’s worth 
of pennies and shoots the whole 
lot at the target. The total re- 
| ceipts from some of these ma¬ 
chines has proved to be astonish- 
! *ng.
